DOYLESTOWN. 


Not in a long time has there been so much 


interest evinced in politics h«re as has been 
occasioned by the public announcement of 
Assemblymen Winner, Wilkinson and Ed- 
wards to the effect that they are prepared to 
represent Bucks County as delegates to the 
State Convention. Had a firebrand been 
thrown into the Quay camp the followers of 
the ex-Senator could not have been more ef- 
fectually aroused. To say that they were 
indignant does not describe the situation. 
Within twelve hours after the letter of the 
Assemblymen appeared in print eouimuuica- 
lions were flying alt over the county. 


Even the friends of the Assemblymen were 


staggered for a time; at least those who com- 
prehended the real significance of the posi- 
tion they had taken. The ardent Anti Quay 
men looked merely at the surface of things, 
and could see nothing wrong in the course 
pursued by the Harrisburg representatives. 
Within the past few days, however, matters 
have changed somewhat. The Quay men in- 
stead of throwing obstacles in the path of 
the Assemblymen have suddenly quieted 
down. It is a dangerous sort of calm, how- 
ever, of the kind that nometimes prevails 
about intrenchments whoa fire is reserved 
until the enemy comes within close range. 
In other words the Quayiies aie just loaded 
for big game and all they fear is that the 
Assemblymen will be persuaded to pull out 
of the race. This would seem to imply that 
the Quay men feel confident that Bucks 
County is a Quay county, but that is not the 
case. 1 hey do feel confident, however, that 
with these particular candidates in the field 
they could win a sweeping victory. 


There are various reasons for this. One 


is the tone of the communication addressed 
to the public. Many Republicans who are 
not very much exercised either way in the 
matter of Quay's downfall or return to pow. 
er declare that there is a "holier than thou" 
atmosphere about (be legislative document 
which they do not like. Others aver that 
the Assemblymen are entirely too presump- 
tuous iu saying that there has been a demand 
for their services as State delegates. 
The 


Quay men are banking on the support of 
these conservative members of the party. 
They also feel that the regulars in their own 
ranks will stand together as one man iu op- 
position to the three candidates, especially 
in the case of Wilkiuton, who is charged 
with violating the promises, or rather with 
misrepresenting his position on the Quay 
question before his election. 


It must be said in all fairness that even 


some of the Anti-Quay men here question 
the wisdom of the course pursued by the As- 
semblymen. There are here and there men 
BO bitterly opposed to Quay that they advise 
a fight regardless of consequences. In ibis 
instance ''consequences," in the opinion ol 
every unprejudiced man, means not only 
defeat of the Assemblymen for ro-election 
but a placing in jeopardy of the whole county 
ticket next tall. Some of the most bitter 
Anti-Quay men are in favor of settling the 
whole matter in the manner described. The 
more conservative members of the party feel, 
however, that a fight under the conditions 
described will surely end in ignominious de 
feat for them without giving them a chance 
to show their real following in the county. 
Therefore the prepoiiderence of sentiment 
would seem tu be iu favor of a compromise 
to save the county ticket aud incidentally to 
give the Anti Quayites a better chance to 
wage wariu future. Just how this comprom- 
ise would be effected had not been deter- 
mined up to the tyour th)s letter was written. 


The Quay people will put up the btrongeat 


tind of a ticket against tha Assemblymen if 
they do not pull out. Already the names of 
such staunch Quayites as Hon. Robert M. 
fardley aud Uistiict Attorney John C. 
Swartley have been mentioned as candidates 
Vom the Middle District. Charles G. Knight, 
if Southampton, has been discussed for th.e 
jower enl, but his friends say he will again 
be a candidate for a county office, and will 
not be incliped to make enemies on either 
tide. Mr. Knigbt has been spending a day 
ir two in tlie county seat and has discussed 
lie matter with bis fviends. 
Another Lower 


end citizen talked about as a strong candi- 
date is Joseph R, Gruady, of Bristol. 


However, this is assuming that the Assem- 


blymen would not withdraw. It was pretty 
generally understood among Doylestown pol- 
tipjans OD i}p,n<lajr evening that they would 
ibaucloa the project. 
In fact an announce- 


ment to that effect was looked for at any 
lour, aud it will be very surprising if it does 
not lake place before this communication is 
published. This determination wag reached 
after a consultation among the pooler heads 
0 bolh factions, the Anti-Quayites recogniz- 
ug that they would gain absolutely nothipg 
)y continuing the fight, while they would al- 
so bear all the odium of having brought 
about a most bitter party fight. One inter- 
esting feature of the matter was the mystery 
tJia|, surrounded the affair. 
I), was almpst 


juiversallf oonpeded to be bad politics, and 
the fact that Dave Martin is credited with 
being the instigator of the scheme shows how 
iitle that otherwise astute politician knowa 
about the situation in this county. Captain 
Edwards, is regarded as Marfiu's chief assis- 
tant iu this comedy of errors. 


Another political matter of interest to the 


people of this county, both Republicans and 
Democrats, is the candidacy of Judge Yerkes 
for the Supreme Court. 
A great many peo- 


ple feel that the Democratic party would do 
a very sensible thing in nominating Judge 
Yerkes. They would like to see him, eleva- 
ted to the Supreme Court. There ia no 
doubt but that Judge Yerkes would be high- 
ly pleased {o secure the honor. Ifbe master 
qf lijs sqcpessor lie re ig even discussed. It 
is believed that in case Judge Yerkes should 
be the choice of his parly Henry Lear, tsq , 
would become hia successor «s President 
Judge of the courts of this county, Mr. 
Lear is probably the most studious of the 
members of his profession considering oil 
branches of the law, in addition to which he 
has little taste for politics, which WQuld bt 
to hjs a4vanta|fl. • 


The Doylestown Trust Company, receiver 


of the Bucks County Railway Company, 
whose line-extends from Doylestown to Wil- 
low Grove, has asked the Court, for * decree 


authorizing the receiver company to issue 
certificates fo meet certain expenses involve! 
iu operating the road. 
The matter was ar 


gued before Judge Yerkes on Tuesday. Thi 
first amount asked for was $12,000, bu 
upon hearing the testimony of the contractor 
in relation to what would be needed in the 
way of improvements and additional equip- 
mente this summer, the amount named was 
increased to f 25,000. The matter was held 
under advisement by the court. 
It is anti- 


cipated that there will be an 
immense 


amount of travel over the road during the 
coming season. 


The Directors of the Poor, the County 


Commissioners and local Board of Visitors 
appointed by the court, met at the Bucks 
County Home on Tuesday to consider the 
matter of repairing the old Almshouse build 
ing. The consensus of opinion seemed to 
be that a new roof was needed, and also new 
floors. It is evident that very expensive 
and elaborate repairs will not be advocated. 
The Commissioners instructed an architect 
to prepare plans of such repairs as were sug- 
gested.

To Get Rid of Water In the Cellar. 
A great muny cellars iu the Third Waid 


are covered with water which in some cases 
is two or three feet deep. To overcome the 
trouble at the Bath stieet school an ingenious 
method has been adopted. A syphon has 
been placed to drum the water which carries 
the flow from the low level of (he cellar floor 
to that of ibe street, which is several feel 
higher. The raise of the water is accomp- 
lished by a small stream about the size of a 
lead pencil point squirting iu the end of a 
hose which i« under the water in the cellar. 
The force oi the small stream carries the 
other water along through with it and wilh 
enough power to raise it several feet to the 
sheet level 
This system could be easily 


piactised in a number of other places iu the 
town where people are imfieiing from the 
same cause.

SfcCBKTAIlY's BKPOKT. 


To THE ExbCGTivi; COUNCIL OF THE BOARD 


or TIUIIK :—This being the first opportunity 
topieaeut a report for several years I beg 
leave to Bubuiil the tallowing : 


A few i ears ago, in 1889, an epidemic of 


Boards of Trade bioke out and in a short 
time every town of any size had oiganized 
one. The energy worked itself ott tor the 
most pin tin the pubhcaiiun by each organi- 
sation of a prospectus ot its community. 
Sjme of those publications weie indeed 
woi ks of art. Pi inted on li ne paper, adorned 
by the very best woik of the illu»irulor aud 
embellished by the binder in most lavish 
style, at a cost sometimes of several dollars 
a copy, au edition was spread broadcast over 
the laud iu the hope that it would piove 
worth its cost by inducing the location of 
factoiios. 


liiiatul was not behind the procession. We 


organized our Board of Tra<le and we pub- 
Ifshed a modest little prospectus which the 
secretary distributed, receiving in reluiu 
nbout tour hundred others ot ullsoits and 
kinds, which had filially to be disposed of 
by paying a man to cait them away, 


Tue enthusiasm soon died out in many 


places, including Bnptol, and after a iium- 
bei of unsuccessful efforts to get a quorum 
of our own organisation together and com- 
plete failure to get any attention paid to the 
call for the next annual meeting, the secre- 
tary gave up further effort to secure a meet- 
ing. Still 1 cannot say that the organization 
ol the Board of Tiade was barren. 
Itoffered 


a something of which inquiry about the town 
can be made and to this extent at least its 
woik has been kept up. I am still sending 
out our little prospectus and I am still re- 
ceiving letters addressed to the Board of 
Ttade and aiifewet ing them. A large amount of 
negotiation about factories has gone ou and 
still goes on.

respoiidence would be useless. Let me, 
therefoie, cull to your notice only those 
discs covenug about a year or so past that 
have involved personal interviews. 


A match manufacturer.

terious chemicals, as he said wus the case 
with his, but being a true patriot he said he 
lidu't want loteign capital. 


Then there was a man with a method of 


making enameled bath tubs so that none 
could possibly spoil in tho making. 
He 


wanted u regular pottery built and thought 
e could raise about a thousand dollars, 
hioh he wisely concluded would be re- 


quired as free capital with which to start 
peiations. I advised him to see the potters, 
but he said he preferred a Board of Tiade 
iperation. 
He had seen some potters and 


me or two were willing to lake hold of the 
natter, but they wanted a half interest in 
he process and they lalked about it as an 
experiment, though he could aud did offer 
o show them that there was no possibility 
t failure. 
We had to part 


Silk mills are to be had for the asking—if 


you will pay far them 
I have had silk mill 


eitcis by the dozen, but only two inter- 
views. 1 think it not an exaggeration to say 
hat I could locate half a dozen silk mills 
i*-ie in a couple of weeks. All you do is to 
buy them ; you can get an established plant 
,o pull up sticks and relocatu here or you 
can get a bran new one to aider. I have a 
ettet from an established pUnt offeiing to 
come if w*will pay the cost cf moving, pro- 
vide a suitable building rent free for three 
years and contribute ten thousand dollars 
:ash, they to pay 5 per cent, on the value of 
the propei ty as rent at the end of three 
years, with the option of buying at actual 
value. Value to be determined by appiaise- 
uent. There is nothing unique about this 
leiter ; it is on a par with a lot of others. 


Then I have two or three letters from a 


silk mill promoter in a little city not far off. 
He wrote me that he stood ready to furnish 
a silk mill to the town ottering the bent in- 
ducements. He must be employed to erect 
.lie buildings, this to be a cash operation. 
The company would then be organized and 
the stock sold to ihe townspeople He and I 
weie to get a fine block for organizing of 
course, though I need not appear in the 
transaction uuless I preferred. I thought 
tins was kind from a total stranger. 
To get 


rid of him I wrote him that there hnd been 
one silk mill in the county lately, put up on 
.he charity plan, and it had all gone to glory 
in vciy short order, leaving the investors 
with a large line of experience on hand. 
He 


replied assuring mu that I was making a 
mistake iu not taking hold of the matter, 
and that while he knew some silk mills failed 
aud were even fraudulent to start with the 
kind he organized were founded on piety 
and morality aud were of a "uon-bustible" 
variety. He writes more fluently than I do 
and he said it nicer. I have come to the 
conclu-ion in the last four or five years that 
all the discharged and escaped lunatics in 
the country go into the silk business, or at 
least tiy to. 


Then there was a brewer with a process for 


making, beer at a cost of next to nothing. He 
had nulhiiig but his receipt for beer and un- 
limited confidence. He did not know whether 
the beer would stand storage and transpor- 
tation, but he did not know why it Wouldn't. 
It seemed to me that neither one of us knew 
much about the subject and that interview 
was short. 


Tims 1 might go on and describe a couple 


of wall paper concerns, a toy factory, a 
woodworking mill and a caramel factory, 
all pure and simple begging operations. Two 
enterprises appeared, however, that did seem 
to mean something. 
One involved the oper- 


ation of the rolling mill with large additional 
plant across the canal. The interested par- 
ties visited Bristol half a dozen times and it 
seemed that such financial aid as Ihis would 
require could be arranged for. They failed, 
however, to agree among themselves and the 
matter fell through. 


The other was an industry relating to pot- 


teries and involved the employment of a 
large line of male help. This was very 
promising from every point of vUw. The 
parties were financially sound, the amount 
of money wanted was comparatively small 
and needed only for a limited time. Several 
features connected with it, not necessary to 
go into, made it particularly desirable. 
The 


Pennsylvania Railroad Company gave me 
very valuable assistance in preparing plans 
aud details as to cost for trackage, bridges, 
&c. The parties made many visita to Bris- 
tol and we went over matters with great 
care. Everything looked promising. I even 
had in readiness the necessary ordinances 
and contract* that the borough would h»v« 


to consider, when the matter suddenly col- 
lapsed, owing to what I considered the stub- 
born foolishness of one of the parties. 


Thus the stream has gone on all these 


years, sometimes a considerable gap with no 
applications, then a rush perhaps, then a 
sieady flow. The great majority of cases 
have, of course, b.eu useless to pursue. 
Sometime something of possible promise 
cauie along, however, though many in- 
quiries fur mill sites have proved to be pure 
lakes, being simply from promoters to find 
out if the Board of Tiade waf> a laud specu- 
lation and how they could get iu it. I have 
reported these matters simply to show that 
your secretary has done what he could to 
keep tho breath in the body and also because 
1 have frequently heard our townspeople ex- 
press very peculiar notions about "getting a 
mill" here. 


There seems to be an impression that the 


manufacturers of the country are all desir- 
ous of moving their plants, and that it is 
quite a simple matter to induce one to pull 
up and make a change. 
As I have shown, 


there ate experimenters and inventors who 
are glad to go anywhere where they can se- 
cure the funds to go on with their opera- 
tions. These can scarcely be called manu- 
facturers. 
Manufacturers are not as a rule 


anxious to change their locations except for 
very grave considerations, and after most 
careful examination. To move a mill is an 
expensive matter tor the owner. It means 
not only ca*h outlay, but the loss of a sea- 
son's business m many cases. In the vast 
innjority of first-class cases ii tueani that the 
owner, no matter how solid financially, 
must borrow largely 
or have buildings 


erected for him, and this involves financial 
negotiations usually of some size and im- 
portance that cannot be conducted off hand. 
It is true that there occasionally arises a 
proposed plant equipped wilh skill, knowl- 
edge and a very little money that can go on 
to success if aided for a litile while with re- 
misnion of rent. This class, however, Bris- 
tol cannot handle at all, there is no free land 
within miles and miles of the town and we 
have no tumble-down factories that can be 
shaped up and given rent free for several 
years. 


Notwithstanding these difficuHies.however, 


I am of opinion Unit if the citizens would 
support the Board of Trade it would be 
worth its cost. Besides being ready to assist 
at anything that appeared and offering a. 
channel for communication with the outside 
world, an annual report of the general con- 
dition of the town put in the local papers 
would be quoted from by exchanges and 
prove the best sort of advertising. 


Everybody familiar with business in the 


larger sense knows that the very best kind 
of advertising is that which comes fiom con- 
tact with others and the impressions thertby 
conveyed and opportunities thereby offered 
This is why special trade and even profes- 
sional organizations are formed. The mem- 
bers pay their dues ; they do not get a defi- 
nite return such as the retail merchant gets 
from advertising his wares, but they do get 


return which has a recognised value to 


them, and it is in this sphere that the use- 
fulness ot a Board of Trade lies in calling at- 
tention to and securing opportunities tor a 
community, and a Board oi Trade is the only 
means known that offers a community an op- 
portunity to go after anything. 
One or two 


matters have occurred in iho past that it 
seemed to me to be woith going to look ii-.to, 
but it did not seem reasonable that any one 
ciuzen should be called upon to bear Ihe 
necissary expenditure of time dud money, 
and 1 did not go.

Scott, T. Scott, Wettling nnd Wiight. 


The Committee on Finance and Public 


Property,"to whom was referred the ques- 
tion of leasing the Walnut street whavf to 
the Trenton aud Philadelphia,Transportation 
Company, submitted its report, which em- 
bodied the following statements : 


The company proposed to extend the 


wharf on pilings beyond the low water line, 
and to build a suitable waiting room aud 
freight house and keep the same in good 
order and repair. A ten years' louse wag 
asked for at an aunual rent of about $30. A 
meeting was held by the committee on the 
2'2d inst. for the purpose of hearing any ob- 
jections that ought be made. 
Thirteen 


owners of adjoining properties presented a 
remonstrance against the consummation of 
the lease. The objections raised were that 
it would depreciate the value of their prop, 
erties; that the privacy of their residences 
would be destroyed ; that there would be a 
constant annoyance from loafers ; that there 
are other wharves more centrally located 
which could be obtained ; that if this wharf 
was rented at $50 a year it would not be long 
before the people who rent Mill street wharf, 
who now pay $400 a year, would be clamor- 
ing for a reduction ; that nothing but a sub- 
stantial wharf will stand at this point, aud 
that the piling would have to be renewed 
every year, consequently if the steamboat 
company abandoned the wharf the repairs 
would be a constant drain upon the borough 
treasury, and that a representative of the 
water company stated that should Council 
permit the whurf to be built it would un- 
doubtedly result in their constantly having 
muddy water to pump, as every time the 
boat swung into the dock it would stir up 
the mud. It was slated also that it was 
practically impossible for (lie water com- 
pany to extend their intake pipe farther into 
the river at its present angle, which angle 
must be maintained to be able to clean the 
pipe. 


The remonstrance was on motion received 


and filed.
